The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including a hydrogen sulfide concentration 
estimating section for estimating a concentration of hydrogen sulfide in an atmosphere into 
which the hydrogen sulfide is discharged; and an estimated concentration derived reducing agent 
supply amount control section for controlling an amount of reducing agent supplied from the 
reducing agent supplying section in such a manner that the amount of reducing agent to be 
supplied is decreased in accordance with the increasing concentration of hydrogen sulfide 
estimated by the hydrogen sulfide concentration estimating section while the NOx catalyst is 
recovered from the sulfur oxide poisoning.
